UNEMPLOYMENT. 


THE LIMITATION OF 
PROFITS. 


The debate on the Governor-General’s ad- 
dress was resumed by 
Major Bryan Cooper, who deait chiefly with 
the paragraph concerning unemployment. 
Most of the members who went through the 
last election on an independent platform, he 
said, found that the two things that interested 
the people were the questions of high prices 
md unemployment. He belonged to a class 
whose profits had been limited for the last 
forty years, since the passing of the Land 
Act, 1881. It was easy to limit the profits 
on anything that could not be got out of 
country, but it was different with ex- 
ports. Let them take the case of Messrs. 
Guinness. The firm did the bulk of their 
trade outside the 32 counties of Ireland, Two- 
thirds or three-fourths of their business was 
done across the Channel, and if their profits 
were much interiered with they might say 
that there were other countries in which 
their profits would not be so limited. He 
did not see how the country was going to 
pelt if that occurred.

| MINISTER'S SPEECH.

TEST OF THE STATE’S 
| OREDIT. 


Mr. Blythe made a statement on the 
country’s financial situation. He said: 

As we have reached the stage when the 
credit of Saorstat Eireann is for the first time 
to be put to the test of an appeal for funds to 
be borrowed in the open market, I think it 
is proper that I should acquaint the House 
with such particulars of the financial situa- 
tion as will enable an accurate judgment to 
be formed of how we actually stand. 

I do so all the more readily because 
numerous irresponsible reports and comments 
on the financial situation of the Saorstat, and 
the supposed intentions of the Government in 
the matter, have been given currency for 
some time past. and it is desirable that 
authoritative.-injormation should be avai.able 
to prevent the growth of misleading ideas. I 
can only ask the House now to judge the 
position by reference, not to reports from 
irresponsible quarters, but to plain facts, 
which I shall endeayour to place before it as 
lucidly as possible. 

The Government of this country, 
although gravely preoccupied with other diffi- 
cult problems, has now for over a year and 
a half carried on its financial business success- 
fully without being obliged to look for 
assistance outside of Ireland. The idea that 
seems to be entertained in some quarters that 
this country, as a State, is going to be de- 
pendant for money on outside capitalists is a 
mere delusion, and it has heen. propagated 
‘without encouragement. or inspiration from 
here. It is important to have it unders 
that the public finance of the country does 
not need to be conducted, and will not under 
the present Government be conducted, in a 
manner that can render us subservient to any 
external interests. 


TAX REVENUE, 


“I will ask deputies in the first instance 
to consider the statement of Exchequer

A GENERAL TARIFF ON ALL 


MANUFACTURED GOODS. 


“We have got to come to the proposal 
which the Prime Minister has put before us, 
and that is to our home markets,” 
declared Mr. Neville Chamberlain, the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, at Cardiff last night. 

“It is a very momentous proposal, What 
we have in mind is a general tariff upon all 
manufactured goods. The Committee spoken 
of by the Premier is merely departmental, and 
is engaged in constructing the framework of 
the general tariff. The Committee will ve 
assisted by an Advisory Committee, whose 
names will be published in a-few days. It 
will be the Committee's duty to interview the 
representatives of the different industries, and 
only after the collection of all the information 
will the Government be able to frame a 
general tariff. 

“It is not proposed to include tages upon 
wheat, beef, or mutton. There would be a 
tax upon foreign imports, and a substantial 
preference for the Dominions. : 

„Although no one wanted a General Election, 
yet, when they were faced with the alter- 
natives of either breaking a pledge or obtain- 
ing a verdict from the country, they could 
not hesitate one moment as to which alter- 
native they could take. 

He declared that unless we cu, down ex- 
penditure still further, unless we deny our- 
selves some things we should all like to have 
done in the way of social reforms, we shal] be 
faced with a deficit, which could only be 
met with increased taxation. When it came 
to the remission of taxation, our only hope 
in the immediate future is that we should 
increase the revenue, and we can only increase 
the revenue if we can increase the general 
trade and prosperity of the country. Although 
prosperity certainly will come again, we have 
got to behave as if the situation is never 
going to improve in our lifetime

REDUCTIONS UNDER LAND 
ACT. 


The Minister for Agriculture (Mr. Hogan), 
replying to a question by Mr. D’Alton 
(Tipperary), said that Section 22 (3) of the 
Land Act, 1923, provided that in any case 
where an abatement of rent had been allowed 
hy the landlord, and where an agreement for 
an abated rent constituted an agreement for 
a new rent, then the reductions under the 
Land Act, 1923, were to be made from the 
abated rent, and not from the old rent.. The 
question whether the agreement for the abate- 
ment amounted to an agreement for a new 
rent was a question of fact in each case, which, 
in the event of a sg Cys between the land- 
lord and tenant, could only be decided by 
the Judicial] Commissioner, who would hear 
both sides. 

Receivable orders to enable tenants to pay 
compound arrears of rent and payment in 
lieu of rent were issued by the Land Com- 
mission, in accordance with the particulars of 
the rent, as furnished by the landlord under 
Section 22 (1). If a tenant questioned the 
accuracy of these particulars as regards the 
to have 
the matter determined under Sub-Section (3) 
of Section 22. 

Rules 3 and 4 of the prescribed rules of 


1925, prescribed the procedure necessary to 
obtain the decision of the Judicial Commis- 
sioner on this question. 


COMPOUNDED ARREARS. 


Answering a question Mr. Geor 
Nicholls, the Minister of . 4 said — 
Immediately on the passing of the Land 
Act, notices were published in the public 
Press that the Land Commission was em- 
powered to collect from tenants ‘‘ compounded 
arrears of rent and “payment in lieu of 
rent,” and landlords, agents, and receivers 
were therein notified that they should a ply 
to the Land Commission fur forms on ie 
to furnish particulars to enable such arrears’ 
and payment in lieu of rent to be collected. 
A notice was at the same time published, 
explaining to tenants —— as regards 
the payment of compoun arrears of rent. 

Provisional rules as to the collection of 
arrears and payment in lieu of rent, and as 
regards the procedure to be followed under 
the Act, have, o heen published. 

Up to the present the Land Commission 
have been furnished with particulars on the 
prescribed forms of the arrears of rent due ny 
some 81,000 tenants on 4,400 estates Tho 
amount of compounded arrears payable by 
each tenant has been calculated, and, so far, 
some 54,000 receivable orders have been pre- 
pared and issued to the tenants on, approxi- 
manly, S000 of these estates, to enable them to 
pay first instalment of their compounded 
arrears. Receivable orders in the remaining 
cases are or prepared and issued as rapidly 

to date the sum of 136,000 
has been lod by the tenants to whom re- 
ceivable orders have been issued, and arrange- 
ments are being made to pay it out to the 
parties entitled. 

As little more than a month has elapsed 
since the first of the receivable orders for the 
payment of arrears was issued, the collection 
10 date must be regarded as highly satisfac- 
tory, and the Land Commission anticipate 
that the collection of compounded arrears 
generally will be equally satisfactory.

NATIONAL DEBT. 

“The Government have heretofore borrowed 
for these necessary purposes, mainly by haying 
recourse to the Irish banks. Our National Debt 
up to date has reached the total of £5,990,500, 
of which the banks have provided £3,795,000 
by discounting bills. I need not tell the Dail 
that it is not good policy for a Government 
to pursue too far the course of ‘borrowing 

the banks. Borrowing in this form, 
while it can provide a temporary, but fal- 
lacious, show a rosperity, is peculiarly liable 
to cause instability of monetary conditions, 
and to end by necessitating measures which 
depress trade and create unemployment. 

It is, therefore, intended to seek a loan 
within the Free State at an early date for 
the purpose of attracting the national savings 
into our own securities. The country has now 
had sufficient experience of its new national 
and international status and of the possi- 
bility of mainiaining stable conditions of ad- 
ministration, to justify a confidence on the part 
of the Government that the citizens who have 
money to invest will now be prepared to buy 
a Stock of the Free State with at least as 
much faith as they have shown in the past in 
investing their money abroad. 

The Free State is not a new country, 
like Australia or Canada, that must depend 
largely on the importation of capital from 
outside. Our people, on the contrary, have 
heretofore provided capital in large amounts 
for other countries, and especially by way of 
investment in the Government and industrial 
securities of Great Britain. They will hence- 
forth have more abundant opportuni, for 
investing their money at home, with greater 
advantage both to tl emselves and to this 
country. The loan that we are about to issue 
will, in accordance with the recent Appropria- 
tion Act, have the absolute security of the 
Central Fund of Saorstat Eireann, and the 
charge in favour of the stockholders will, 
therefore, sccure their rights in priority to 
any of the demands made on the Exchequer 
for the ordinary public.services of the State. 

“In addition ( being an entirely gilt- 
edged security, the loan will vossess for sub- 
scribers the advantage of giving a vie 
which, as this is our first venture on the open 
market, must necessarily be somewhat more 
favourable than that obtainable in other in- 
vestments of like standing, which, however, 
are issued by borrowers better known in the 
outside financial world. Also, the loan will 
be an investment authorised by law, in which 
trustees may invest trust funds. 

“It is the hope of the Government that a 
substantia] subscription can be secured in the 
first instance from the actual free savings 
available in the country, whether in the form 
ot bank. s or wise. Next to this 
source, the realisation of investments at pre- 
sent held in Government and other securi- 
ties abroad is likely to be of the most ser- 
vice, both to the State and to the investor, 
who will obtain by the exchange a higher 
income and, at least, equal security. In this 
connection I desire to call particular attention 
at this stage to the fact that the funds be- 
longing to Lae Free State which are now in- 
vested outside include large amounts which 
are the property of various charities. 

“Now, where the money of a Free State 
‘charity is invested in the Free State the law 
allows it to be exempted from income tax. 
By a temporary arrangement, having re- 
ciprocal effect, a similar exemption is at pre- 
sent allowed by the British Government 
where Free State charitable funds are in- 
vested in Great Britain. But this tem- 

rary arrangement is ‘ue to expire next 
Marc , and will not be renewed. Conse- 
quently, the holders of Free State charitable 
moneys now invested in British securities, 
Government or otherwise, should take note of 
the fact that if they wish to continue to 
enjoy exemption from income tax they should 
transfer their investments in good time to 
securities within the Free State. The loan 
now abont to be issued provides them with an 

portunity of which they might be well ad- 
vised to avail themselves. Approved societies 
under the Health Insurance Acts are in a 
position similar to that of charities, and the 
tame considerations apply.

On inquiring as to the condition of prisoners 
on hunger strike last night at the Republican 
headquarters, Suffolk street, an Irish Times 
reporter was informed that many of the 
reports in the newspapers which have heen 
sent out by the Government are absolutely 


“ Some of the men, said one of the officials, 
“have come off strike, but it was owing 
to false representation made to them by the 
authorities. We have letters to hand from 
prisoners inside, and statements from prisoners 
outside, saying that the authorities. leave no 
stone unturned to break the strike; such as 
telling them, as in a few cases in Mountjoy, 
that if they take food they will be instantly 
released, and when they do so, and are pre- 
ig their release, it is not given to 

em. 

The condition of the men generally in the 
camps, they said, is deplorable.’’

Many of the internees are bread-winners 
whose families are on the verge of starvation, 
and to continue their detention without either 
charge or trial, or to exact humiliating condi- 
tions of release, constitutes a grave act of 
injustice. In view of these considerations we 
ask for an immediate and unconditional] release 
of these interned prisoners.

I do uot 
intend to bother you about the Imperial 
question. but just so far as the question 
affects South Africa. I do so as one who 
suffered from the Asiatic invasion of that 
country, and who brought the unjustness of 
that invasion before the country and the 
Government by means of the Press and 
through Chambers of Commerce prior to the 
Boer war, 

Before these days Natal had called in in- 
dentured labour from India to work her sugar 
plantations. These labourers or coolies had, 
willy-nilly, to return t~ their country befbre 
engaging again. But in some way or another 
the wily Asiatics a footing in Durban, 
the eapital, and in Zululand, and these 
grew in numbers and wealth. As they did so 
they wrecked the ability of many white 
people to live, and these were those who 
might be said to be married into the land. 
The Asiatic traders were never colonisers in 
the true sense of the word.

PAPER:HUNTS IN CHINA. 


(J. B. H.) | 

The weather in autumn in the Yangtze 
Valley is so mild that paper-hunts rarely take 
place before December, but, when the country 
opens,“ they are held every Saturday and 
holiday until the end of February. The sport 
is controlled by the local Paper Hunt Club, 
and the course is laid by two of the stewards, 
or. by the winner of the preceding hunt, 
accompanied by a.steward. Half a dozen 
native ridee- boys“ go with them to carry 
the paper. All jumps laid must be taken by 
at least one of the foreigners, but this rule 
does not apply to the ridee-boys, who 
never take a jump if they can possibly avoid 
it. A paper-hunt is usually from ten to twelve 
miles long, and the bigger jumps are carefully 
prepared beforehand. They are all named, 
and such names as Tiny's Dive, Jim's 
Joy,“ and The Lady's Bath,“ recall well- 
remembered incidents to the older members. 
A small silver cup, suitably engraved, is 
presented to the winner, but the privilege, ac- 
corded only to winners, of being entitled to 
sport pink“ for ever afterwards, is much 
more highly prized. 
The “ field” is generally from eighty to a 
hundred, and comprises many nationalities, 
All must be mounted on China ponies. These 
animals are not much to look at. They 
average about 13’ 2” in height, are of all 
colours, shapes, and sizes, but they are splen- 
did jumpers, very stout-hearted, and up to 
almost. any weight. 
On a fine afternoon the entire community 
turns out to see the finish; some make their 
way into the country to oné of the larger 
jumps,.and their enterprise is generally well 
rewarded. The natives, as a rule, take about 
as much interest in paper-hunting as a centi- 
pede does in a sprained ankle, but they love 
to see the foreigner come to grief; so they 
also turn out in numbers. 
The season winds up with the paper-hunt 
races over the regulation steeplechase course. 
These are confined to ponies and riders that 
have hunted regularly throughout the season. 
One race, known as The Beefstakes, is for 
heavy-weights, another is for non-winners,
